An Act io eonBolidate and amend the law relating to Arms, 
Ammunition and Military Stores. 

‘WfliSRBA.s it is expedient to consolidate and amend the law 
relating to arms, ammunition and military 
stores ; It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

J. — Preliminary. 

*1. This Act may bo called the Indian Arms 
Act, 1878 ; and it extends to the whole of 
British India. 

But nothing herein contained shall apply to — 

(<i) arms, ammunition or military stores on board any sea- 
going vessel and forming part of her ordinary armament 
or equipment, or 

(>) the manufacture, conversion, sale, import, export, trans- 
port, bearing or possession of arms, ammunition or mili- 
tary stores by order of the Government, or by a public IX of 186S. 
servant or a volunteer enrolled under the Indian volun- 
teers Aot, 18Gb, in the course of his duty as such public 
servant or volunteer.

t2. This Aot shall come into force on such day as the Governor 
General in Council by notiiicatiou in the 
Gazette of India apjioiuts. 

On and from that day the enactments mentioned in the 
First Schedule hereto annexed shall bo repealed 
to the extent specified in the third column of 
the said schedule. But all authorities and 
permissions given, licenses and exemptions granted, onlers and 
appointments made, notifications published, and rules, conditions 
and forms prescribed, under any enactment hereby repealed, 
shall bo deemed to bo respectively given, granted, made, 
published and prescribed under this Act. 

And all such authorities, permissions, licenses and exemptions 
shall, excej>t as othcrwi.^c provided by this Act, continue in force 
for the periods for which they may have been given or granted 
respectively, or, where no such period is expressly fixed, for one 
year from the date on which this Aot comes into force, and shall 
then cease to have effect.

In order to determino in what cases Americans and Europeans Homt J>»f^ 
not being British bom subjects of His Majesty should be held to 
be exempted persons, the Government of India have decided that the’ isth 
all Americans and Europeans who are not natural bom or tMS. 

turalised subjects of His Majesty are exempted persons only so 
long as they are temporarily residing or temporarily travelling in 
India, but they cease to be exempted when they have settled 
in India or have no intention of leaving India. 

Facilitios should bo atfordl:^d to exempted persons, when pro- Home d^. 
coeding with arms beyond the limits of their own province, for isttor 
obtaining oertidoatea of exemption from tho authorities of 
district to which they belong. It ^uld be clearly understood isth July 
that exempted persons omuot be obli|ed to provide themselves 
with such oertiticites, an 1 that the object of issuing them ia to 
afford to their holders a ready means of proving their identity if 
their right to carry arms should be ohalleugel by the authorities 
of another province in which they may he unkaown. It would 
still be open to persons claiming to have been exempted to prove 
the fact of exemption, or to eatablish their llontity, by any other 
m'^ans which they might ohooae to adopt ; but certificates of 
exemption, if applied for by exempted persons, should invariably 
ha given either by tho Di'triot Magistrate or by some othor officer 
whom the Local Government seos fit to empower on this 
behalf.

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The follovine procedure has boeu prescdbcd for the mainto* 
nanoo of a register of weapons possessed by exempted persons. 
An enquiry slip in the annexed form should be sent to all exempt- 
ed persons on first arriral in the country or at an early date 
after the conferment of their exemption as the ease may be. 
In the case of previously exoifiptcd persons arriving from 
anotW liistriot in this Province tne District Officer of their last 
district should bo asked to forward the "form” for such person, if 
he has not already done so ; when however, such person’s previous 
mfddence was not in this Province a form should be sent to 
him to fill up. 

Should there be any difficulty or doiibt as to the adequacy or 
accuracy of any desorintion or should any exempted person be 
unable to fill in the zorm satisfactorily, an officer of suitable 
standing should be deputed, by previous arrangement with the per- 
son concerned, to fill in the return after inspection of the weapons. 
The returns should then be grouped in three guard files for — 

(a) great zamindars ;

(c) all other persons, including non-official Europeans and 
Eurasians, all tiUe-holdcis, or members and ex- 
members of Council (who are not also great zaroin- 
dars), and landholders, etc., exempted under clause 16 
(a), Schedule 1 of the Government of India Rules 
under the Arms Act. 

It should not be necessary to maintain any regular registtrs,

On the arrival of the District Magis- 
trate on the morning of the 28th April, ho received veports from 
the two officers of the occurrences of the 27th April and he was 
also informed that the police had reason to believe that fire-arms 
were stored in certain kutoherries belonging to Hindu zemindar. 
In consequence the District Mi^istrate, accompanied ly the 
District . Superintendent of Police, pmoeeded to search the 
kutoheiies. under the orders of the District Magistrate, the 
kutoheri of the respondent was foroiblv entered, boxes forced 
open, and search noMe. On an action being instituted against 
the District Magistrate for trespass, it was found as a fact that

oonaolidated appeal, was brought by tho first respondent, as 
jfialtttiS elaiBSM^ damages for trespass on the allegation that 
Mr.'GlarlDe liad-illc^lly and wantonly searched his hutoherry, 
sindiiiat'Mr.'ClRtlNliiaa not only acted illegally, bnt that he had 
noted 'Oat 0( pbftenal malice and ill-will. The suit ori^nally 
biroaglit in the ocrart of the third Subordinate Judge of Mymon- 
^ngh WM ^itanBfbired, at the plaintiff's instance, to the High 
Tieiifrt'in’itB' Sxtrabxdinary Original Oivil Jurisdiction. It was 
toitfi by Fletcher; J. He found in farour of the plaintiff and 
gnTe’'a deolrad for BiS. 600, but without costs. Costs were not 
abeurded to the enocessfnl plaintiff on account of the charge of 
jterson al iPieoDnduot which his Lordship held to be unfounded 
end grossly dm^roper. Mr. Clarke appealed to the High Court 
in* its ahpeUate jurisdiction. The plaintiff filed cross-objeotions 
reiterating his oharge of personal misconduct. The Ocmri of 
i^peal, consisting of the late Chief J ustioe and Harrington, J. 
(v^tt, J.' flissen^g), dismissed the appeal but without co^. 

The result it thait a Magistrate placed in a very difficult 
positidn (iiid*caUed upon to act on a sudden emergency has been 
aldjc^dgedg^uiity of'^trespass and subjected to a fine though he 
ftobtes to hare acted properly, with courage and good eense, and 
strictly in aocidrdance With the powers coinmitted to him. 

The facts of the case' are not really in dispute. 

^amalpur is a subdivision of Mymensingb. The semiudars in 
that part of the country are mndus, most of them, apparentl;^, 
absentees living in Calcutta. The bulk of the population is 
Ijluhammadan. For some time before the ooonrrenoe which led 
to this suit, * owing, it .was said, to the measure known as the 
Partition' of Bengal, there had been a good deal of disaffection 
and excitement in the district, and the relations between flie 
Mindns and the Muhammadans were dangerously strained. 

' On the 2l8t of .fipril 1907 there was a lai^ fair or ntela held 
at Jiunalpar. fiome Hindus, apparently at the inetanoe of the 
servants and agents of the pharoff and Ins oo-sharert known 
opll^tive^ M^e ,Gk>araokpar* zemindars, tried to prevent ’the 
sjsle o^ or Imeign goods. * The Muhammadans reseated this 

attempt. .Them -were serious disturbanees out of which there 
roxaag' up a bitter feeling between the Hindus and the Muhamma- 
dans. * On .the evening of the 27th of April some Birdus dressed 
OF' supposed to be dressed in Muhammadan clothes were observtd 
wapdering about the town. They wore followed by a band of 


*Uaoripttr, 
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Muhammadans. The Hindus turned on the men following them 
and fired three or four revolver shots and a Muhammadan was 
wounded. An uproar followed. Mr. Barniville, the Subdivisional 
Magistrate of Jamalpur, and Mr. Luff man, the District Supevin- 
tenient of Police, who were then in the dhk bungalow, hastened 
to the soene of disturbance. They met some Muhammadans oar- ^ 
rying away the wounded man, and they received iuformSition that'* 
the persons who had committed this offence ht.d fled in the 
direction of the kutcherries of the Gouruckpur* zemindars. Those 
kutcherrics appear to be close together in an open piece of ground. 
Hard by is a temple of Thakurain Doya Moyee, An excited crowd 
of Muhammadans wascidlcctod there apparently bent on attacking 
the kutcherries. The Subdivisional Magistrate and the District 
Superintendeut of Police found 40 or 50 men armed with tathie». 
After they had disarmed them they were told that armed men were 
concealed in the temple. They went there. They found the 
doors locked and were refused admittance. The Subdivisional 
Magistrate ordered the persons inside to open the dcMrs assuring 
them of protection. In response several shots were fired from 
inside, and a man was wounded slightly. The two officers then 
withdrew after dispersing the Muhammadan crowd outside. 

The Subdivisional Magistrate wired at once to the Commis* 
sioner of the Division and the District Superintendent of Police 
sent a telegram to Mr. Clarke to the following effect 

“ Serious riot just averted. Como at once. ’* 

Mr. Clarke leccivod this telegram at 2 a.u. on the morning 
of the 2dih of April. He stairtod-for .lamalpur by the first train, 
an I arrived there at 10 a.m. On bis arrival ho found the follow- 
ing telegram from the Commissioner headed “ Urgent ” : — 

“ Barniville has wired for available armed police by special 
train, saying serious disturbance impending. What do you know P 
Can you send Gurkhas from Mymensing'i to be replaced if 
required by men from here — Dacca ? *’ 

Mr. Clarke, who had spent most of his time after the mela 
disturbance between Jamalpur and Mymensingh, and knew the 
state of feeling in the district, took oounsel with the Superintend- 
ent of Police and the Subdivisional Magistrate. From what he 
heard and from what he knew himself ho came to the conolusion 
that it was Lis duty to search the kuteben'ies. And accordingly 
be did so, accompanied by the Subdivisional Magistrate, the 
Police olficers, and a force of police. The plaintiff’s cutcherry 

*Guuripur« 
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WM found locked. It seems that the jemadar in charge of tho 
building liad locked it up, and loft at 1 p.m. There was no one on 
the ground to open the doors. So tho doors were forced ox>en. 
Bbxos in the outoher^ were also opened and their contents taken 
out. The actual search within the building was made by tho 
police, but Hr. Clarke hod charge and direction of tho whole 
proceeding. He remained outside. 

^ There was nothing of an incriminating nature found in tho 
^tfdierrics. 

The question and tho only question on this appeal is whether 
Mr. Olarko was authorised by law to make tho search. That 
depends on the provisions of the Code of Criminal Procedure and 
on nothing else. 

It cannot be denied that a serious offence had been committed 
against the public tranquillity and that, under the Code of 
Criminal Procedure (which defines offences against tho public 
tranquillity and is summarised in Chapter VIII of Schedule II 
of the Code), every member of the unlawful assembly from which 
the shots proceeded was equally guilty of tho offence. Nor can 
it be disjiuted that it was the duty of the District Magistrate to 
enquire into that offence. 

Now section 177 of the Code provides that every offence ahftll 
ordinarily be onq^uirod into, and tried by a Court within the local 
limits of whose jurisdiction it was committed. Mr. Clarke, by 
virtue of his superior rank, superseded tho Subdivisional Magis- 
trate of J amalpur, and properly ^umed jurisdiction there. 

An enquiry under the Code is a proceeding distinct from a 
trial. There is no definition of tho word “ enquiry ” in the 
interpretation clause, section 4. But there is this explanation of 
the term as used in the Code : — 

** {k) Enquiry includes every enquiry other than a trial con- 
ducted under this Code by a Magistrate or Court. ” 

Section 86 is in the following terms 

" All District Magistrates, Subdivisional Magistrates, and 
Magistrates of the first, second, and third classes have the powers 
heroinafter respectively conferred upon them and specified in the 
third schedule. Such powers are called their ordinary powers. ” 

Schedule III, referring back to section 86, defines the *' ordi- 
nary powers ” of Provincial Magistrates beginning with Magis- 
trates of the third class. Every Mfi|;istrate of a hi^hei class is 
invested with all the *' ordinary po were *' of a Magistrate of the 
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^’lass immediately below that to which he beloi^^ with fiuQier 
Powers appertainiagf to Magistrates of his own giMO. 

Among the ** ordinary powars V of it Magistrate of {he ihlrdT 
class speeidel in Schedule III is 

**(8) Power to issue search warrants, section 96/* 

In sQotion 96 the following provision ooo urs : — ^ 

** Where the Court considers that the purpose of s^n^ enqvby t 
trial, or other proceeding under the Code will be served b^ a 
general search or inspemion, it may issue a search warrant.'* 

Then section 106 provides as follows ^ 

**Any Magistrate may direct a searqh to be ma^ m his 
pi^oaence of any phhce for the search of whioi he is competent 
to issue a searoh warrant.**

Now the learned trial Julge dfisposes of Mi^ blarkp's deienpo 
in rather>a summary manner. Beyond referring to section, 106 
he does not consider or refer to any ^one of the sections ou wbiob 
the defence is based, nor does he deal with Schedule ttl all. 
All that the learned Judge says on this part of the case Is 

** It is obvious in the present ease the ^fendmi wm 
competent to issue a searoh warrant nnder the provisidi^ of tbei 
Criminal Procedure Code. The defendant was not. acting 
a Court within the meaning of section 94 of the Criminal Pnd- 
oeduro Code, as there was no prooeeling pending before. him.|| 

On appeal the late 0. J. and Harrington, d., iooh , t^

Seotton 86 taken in conjunction with Schedule III places 
the matter beyond all doubt. The ordinary powers of all Pro- 
vincial Magistrates are declared to be those ** hereinafter con- 
ferred upon them and specified in the third schedule.*' That 
means : conferred upon tnem by the Act and specified in the 
third sohedale to the Aot. As appears by the sohednle, the 
power tQ_i8aue search warrants is specified among the ** ordinary 
powers ** of the Provinoial Magistrates, but me only section 
oonfening the power is section 90 to which the schedule itself 
refers. 


It seems to their Lordships therefore clear that what Mr. 
Clarice did was warranted by me Code. If that bo so, flieie is 
an end of the case. 
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Two othor points were discussed by the trial Ju^pe and the 
Itomed Jud^ of Appeal at much greater lengro than the 
ground on which the real defence to the action was has^. It ' 
seems that the defendant or his adyisers not content with relying 
on the Ckide of Ciiminat Procedure unwisely perhaps prayed in 
aid section 26 of the Indian Arms Act, 1878, and also Act 
No. XYIII of 1850, entitled *' an Act for the Protection of 
J adicial Officers." The one seems inapplicable ; the other in 
the present case wholly unnecessary. I'heir Lordships are dis- 
posed to agree with the majority of the Oourt of Appeal that 
Mr. Clarke not having complied with the preliminary condition 

S resoribed by the Arms Act cannot defend his action under that 
tatute. On the other hand, they have no doubt that Mr. Clarke 
in ffirecting a general search of the plaintiCf’s kutoherry in view of 
an enquiry under the Code of Criminal Procedure was acting 
in the discharge of his judicial functions, and th^ think that if 
it had been necessary he might have appealed tot protection to 
the Act No. XVIII of 1860. 

Their Lordships think that there was no foundation for 
the suit. Mr. Clarke’s action under the oircumstanoes was quite 
justified. The charge of personal misconduct advanced and 
reiterated without any shadow of proof deserves the sevacest 
reprobation. 

Their Lordships will therefore humbly advise His Majesty 
that this appeal ought to be allowed, the Order of the Court of 
Appeal discharged, and the suit dismissed with costs in both 
Courts. 

The respondent must pay the costs of the appeaL
